When Walter O'Malley and the Dodger's came to Los 
Angeles, their publicity office was instructed to send press 
releases to all the newspapers, radio stations, and television 
media in Southern California. As O'Malley put it to. Red 
Paterson and Co., "Don't miss contacting anyone, no matter 
\vhat the circulation."

What's this got to do with the football Chargers and 
their inability to draw a crowd? Bear with me and I'm 
sure you'll discover the meat of the matter.

In almost three seasons of play, the Dodgers have 
proven that their publicity plans worked. Not only did the 
fans gobble up all that was printed and said about the club, 
good or bad, but they created the "interested woman fan." 
I'D to this time, women generally followed their husband 
o   date to a ball game, not particularly interested in the 
action on the field. But "now the women who attend and 
listen to Dodger games are real gone! Just ask them what 
barker's average is or why Walter Alston puts in a right- 
hander against a right-handed hitter and you'll realize they 
are a hep breed.

The Dodger organization did not have to do this. They 
didn't have to cater to every publication listed in the Cal­ 
ifornia Newspaper Publishers' Association manual. After 
all the Rams didn't, they had the only pro-football outfit in 
Southern California. Major League baseball was new. and 
really the Dodgers could have pulled crowds without the 
aid of small radio stations and newspapers. But they want- 
f»\ more and they got them- women from all walks of life.

With competition nearby, the Pn--01vmpic Trials in 
"Long Beach, the Shrine Charitv game put on the night be­ 
fore in the Coliseum drew almost, 50.000. And for high 
f-vhool football! The tremendous promotion put on by the 
Shriners proved its effectiveness at the gate. This corner 
v-as never in want for material. Just call "p and get it, wa^i 
the reply when we first inquired.

Rams, Chargers, and all others, in his metropolitan Los An­ 
geles newspaper?
